LONDON, June 11.— (# 


— Pledging 
themselves to 


rebuild Europe on the terms 
of the Roosevelt - Churchill 
Atlantic 
charter, 
Britain 


and Russia have signed a 
20-year mutual assistance 
treaty 
"against 
Hitlerite 


Germany," Foreign Minister An- 
thony Eden announced today. 


The pact was signed on 'May 26 
by Eden and Russia's foreign com- 
missar, Vyacheslav Molotov, at the 
British foreign 
office, five days 


after the Russian statesmen had 
arrived 
in 
London, en route to 
Washington. Molotov now has re- 
turned to Moscow. 
The United States was kept fully 


Informed of the London negotia- 
tions, it was said. Japan is not men- 
tioned in the British-Russian treaty. 


United States Ambassador John 


O. Wlnant played an important 
role in tho negotiations, it was dis- 
closed. The Russians at first ask- 
ed that the treaty Include a guar- 
anty of the Soviet Union's western 
frontiers In the Baltic region, but 
the American ambassador dissu- 
aded them from pressing this de- 
mand, an informed authority said. 
The pact, designed to become 


either the bulwark of a new se- 
curity system or alternatively to 
run Its own 20-year 
term, was 
quickly Interpreted as a new avow- 
al of a battle of cnxinction against 
Hltlerism between two European 
fronts. 
Announcing the agreement In the 
House of Commons, Eden said that 
Britain and . Rua.^a ff**a 
;& com- 
'p'iete accord on tiie urgent task'' 
of opening a new European front 
against Germany, having paralleled 
their treaty talks with new mili- 
tary consultation, but he did not 
say positively that it would be 
opened this year. 


In addition to second front strat- 
egy, the military discussions which 
had been carried on also In Wash- 
ington concerned means of further 
Improving deliveries of planes, 
tanks and other war materials to 
Russia. 
The mutual assistance treaty, in 


which Russia and Britain fore- 
swore Interference with the Inter- 
nal affairs of other nations and 
territorial aggrandizement, repre- 
sented the word of nations con- 
trolling five-twelfths of the earth's 
surface. 


In negotiating an accord Rus- 


fla's first wish was for a treaty 
guaranteeing her western frontiers 
including the Baltic states (Lithu- 
ania, Latvia and Estonia) but It 
was understood that this was aban- 
doned in favor of the 
present 
broader commitments. 
Russia absorbed 
the 
Baltic 


plates in 1940 but all now are in 
German possession.

WPB Has Approved 
New Oil Pipeline 
Texas to Illinois 


WASHINGTON, June 


The war production board has ap- 
proved Immediate construction of 
the world's largest petroleum con- 
duit—a 850-mile, 24-Inch .pipeline 
from Longvlew, Tex., to Salem. 
111. — to Increase the flow of ol'i to 
the east. 
The pipeline Is to be completed 
about Dec. 1 and will deliver 360,- 
000 barrels of oil a day to the 
Salem area for transhipment east 
by tank cars, barges and Great 
Lakes tankers. However. 
Donald 


M. Nelson, chairman of the board, 
said it probably would be used 
primarily for fuel oil. There was 
no Indication that it would bring 
relaxation of eastern gasoline ra- 
tioning. 
Some officials expressed a hope 
that the line eventually would be 
extended from Salam to the New 
York-Philadelphia refining area. A

was disclosed tho signing of a 20- 
year mutual assistance treaty be- 
tween Great Britain and the Sovi- 
et aimed nt "Hitlerite Germany." 


Tho announcements disclosed far 
the first time that Vycheslav Molo- 
tov, 
tho Russian foreign commis- 


sar, had been In Washington. 
' Whether the agreements provid- 
ed for opening of a second front, 
which would relieve strain on tho 
struggling Russians manning tho 
Eastern front in Europe, was not 
specifically stated. 


The 
American 
announcement 


from the White House, spoko of 
the "urgent tasks" of opening such 
a front "in 1042" while in London 
Foreign Minister Anthony Eden 
spoko both of tho "urgent task" 
and the 'urgent need." 


On postwar objectives, the state- 


ments were similar, 
the 
White 
House speaking of cooperation be- 
tween tho Soviet Union and the 
United States 
'In 
safeguarding 


peace and security to the freedom 
loving peoples after tho war." 


London said the new treaty pro- 


vided for "common action to pre- 
serve peace and resist aggression 
in tho post-war perlotV-' 
Tho 
American president 
and 
the Russian commissar, the White 
House said, also attained a "un- 
ity" 
of views on two other vital 
questions pertaining to their war 
efforts: 
"Measures for Increasing 
and 


speeding up the supplies of planet, 
tank* and other kinds of war ma- 
terials" from the United Statetf 
to Russia, and tho "fundamental 
problems of co-oporatlon of 
the

"Both sides stata with satis-

Molotov,

It is a story of cool courage and 


firm determination—of the unbeat- 
able combination of American men 
and machines. 
Its moral Is that American planes 


alone may not win the war—but 
the boys flying American planes 
will—they and their companions 
on land and sea and those Ameri- 
cans who are working and sacrific- 
ing to produce the tools for the war 
machine. 
American boys fought until they 
wore dizzy for lack of sleep, and 
kept fighting, Planes did things 
they never were built to do and 
stood the test. 
Too many — although the total 
number was not large—Americans 
died. 
But 
In 
dying they took 
enemies down in flames with them. 
This part of the story Is that of 
ibi army's, laad-baitd aircraft, and 


for them the battle started the aft- 
ernoon of June 3 when they got in 
the first punch. 


Two huge Japanese fleets were 
approaching Midway, one consist- 
ing principally of transports from 
the west and the other of the bat- 
tle fleet from another direction. 
Commander Tells Story. 


General Willis H. Hale, of Colo- 
rado Springs, commander of the 
Hawaiian bombardment command, 
told how Americans got in the first 
decisive blow. 


Army bombers made their first 
contact with the enemy far to the 
west of Midway the afternoon of 
June 3. Bombs, dropped In a med- 
ium altitude attack, hit and dam- 
aged one cruiser 
or 
battleship 


which was left in flames, as were 
also one transport and one de- 
stroyer. 


The following morning, army 
planes took off anticipating that 
Japanese planes from the second 
enemy fleet—which was much clos- 
er than the force bombed the prev- 
ious afternoon—would hit the Is- 
land. Marine filers also hopped off 
and were in the air when the Jap- 
anese arrived. 


Twenty minutes later, 
Marine 


dive bombers swarmed down on 
Japanese ships, adding further de- 
struction (Navy dive-bombers and 
torpedo planes also attacked about 
the same time but the details have 
not been released.) 


At 8:30 a. m. Army heavy bomb- 


ers—flying fortresses—attacked the 
Japanese battle fleet from a high 
altitude, hitting one carrier (pos- 
sibly the army bombers also dam- 
aged other enemy vessels. Inasmuch 
as at the time of writing all the 
reports still were not received). 
Japs Attacked Midway. 


Meanwhile Japanese planes from 
carriers were attacking Midway. 


Their first attack made at a high 


level with heavy demolition bombs, 
lasted 38 minutes and was direct-

Somebody askod Steedman: "Did 
you feel good whon you saw that 
Jap go down?" 


"Oh hell yes," answered Steed- 
man. "It was either he or I." 
Later four zero fighters got un- 
der the bomber's tail but it got 
away without a scratch. 
Said Steedman and Carpenter: 


"Put three of those 17s together 
and they'll tackle anything. We 
just as soon be in one of them over 
Tokyo as any place we can think

But tl\e brewing Industry worked 
out a plan by which It cooperate* 
with the public authorities to elim- 
inate bad conditions In the minor- 
ity of places whose conduct would 
reflect oh the law-abiding majority. 


The beer people nrge proprietor* 


of retail places to conduct them 
properly and to obey the law. They 
urge consumers to cooperate, and 
ask the public generally to report 
law violations to the authorities. 
They send warnings to careless re- 
tailers and if condition! are not 
corrected they take the case up 
with the authorities. Naturally the 
authorities and the public hare wel- 
comed this as an added force In 
building respect for law and order.

In many itates - and with the Na- 
tion at war, brewing Industry or- 
ganizations cooperate with civil 
and military authorities to assure 
good conditions in beer outlets 
around the army campi and naval 
stations.
